1. JAPANESE AMBASSADOR RAISED KHMER REPRESENTATION ISSUE 
TODAY WITH PONMINISTRY UNDER SECRETARY MARCHAND. WE 
HAVE RECEIVED COPY OP AIDE MEMOIRE JAPANESE LEFT WITH 
MARCHAND, INCLUDING TEXT OP RESOLUTION PROPOSED BY JAPAN 
AND OTHER COUNTRIES. 

2. JAPANESE DCM HAS INPORMED US THAT MARCHAND WAS 
IMPRESSED BY JAPANESE INTEREST IN OBTAINING PACIPIC 
SETTLEMENT TO CURRENT CAMBODIAN DIPPICULTIES, AND BY 
IMPORTANCE OP NOT SETTING UNPORTUNATE PRECEDENT IN 
NOT RECOGNIZING REGIME WHICH IS NOT PRESENTLY 

IN POWER IN CAMBODIA. NONETHELESS, MARCHAND GAVE NO 
COMMITMENT WHATSOEVER TO JAPANESE AMBASSADOR. ONLY PUR- 
THER STATEMENT WAS THAT MARCHAND WILL INPORM PERUVIAN 
DELEGATION AT UNGA IN DETAIL AS TO JAPANESE GOVERNMENT'S 
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POSITION THESE ISSUES. 
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3. JAPANESE DCM BELIEVES, AS DO WE, THAT GOP IS STRONGLY 
INCLINED TO VOTE A "THIRD WORLD" LINE ON RECOGNITION 
ISSUE, AND THAT PROBABLY THE MOST THAT CAN BE HOPED EOR 
IS EOR PERUVIAN ABSTENTION.
